TO FIX A SCALE OF 


NEWS PRINT PRICES

Washington. Feb. 22.—News print 
paper 
manufacturers 
are 
arriving 
here today for conferences with the 
federal trade commission on a pro- 
posal that the commission fix news 
print prices for a period 
pf 
six 
months. 
Manufacturers representing 
about one-third of the production of 
United States and Canada have signed 
the proposal. 
Those coming did not 
join, in the suggestion and are here 
at the request 
of the 
commission 
which wishes their views on it. 
Restoration of free competition in 
news print paper manufacture is the 
aim of the commission 
and 
if 
it 
accepts -the proposal, it will work 
with that purpose in view. At the 
end of six months 
the 
commission 
feels that the condition, in news print 
industry will 
so nave been shaped 
that, unrestrained competition will in- 
sure fair and equitable prices. 
Acceptance of the proposal hinges 
on the attitude of the manufacturers, 
who are arriving here. 
Those who 


I already have signed the 
proposal, 
represent about SO per cent of the 


I news print output of United States 
i and Canada. Their surrender in the 
face of criminal indictment, officials 
believe, will break 
the 
news print 
market and force prices to equitable 
level whether manufacturers join, in 
or not. 
Many difficulties are seen in putting 
any price fixing plan into operation. 
If the cost of production were the 
same in all mills it would be a com- 
paratively simple matter, .and a flat 
rate will be put on paper, but costs 
are different in all mills, and a scale 
of prices 
will 
be 
necessary. 
The 
Question of redistribution also pres- 
ents a puzzle. The commission prob- 
ably would work out some arrange- 
ments whereby newspapers, as far as 
possible, would purchase their news 
prints

Shows Up Radical Nations 


Washington/ D. C.. Feb. 22,— "The 
refusal of King Nicholas of Montene- 
gro to abdicate in. favor of his grand- 
son Prince Alexander of Serbia, in 
order that the two kingdoms may be 
united under a single crown, calls to 
mind the national, 
mark racial groups

Balkan states," says a bulletin issued 
by the National .Geographic Society 
from its; headquarters here today.

"The .Serbs and the Montenegrins 
are of the .same blood; and are the 
descendants of that people who, under

Dushan, were the dominant force in 
the .Balkan Peninsula more than 500 
years ago, when their jurisdiction ran 
from tbe-upper Balkan mountains to 
the Mediterranean. The gradual de- 
cay of iSerb power reached its nadir 
with the defeat of the :Serbs at the 
famous battle of (Kossovo; and the 
Serbs fled in two colums, one to the 
northeast and the other to .the south-

His version of conditions in eon- 
tentinal Europe was

Janeuville by C. M. Keeler of Chic- 
ago who heard a discourse by the 
missionary on Sunday. 
Although the food situation to Ger- 
many and Austria is critical, the 
worst need is experienced 
in Hun- 
gary where every 
effort 
is being 
made to supply 
sustenance. 
Ow- 
ing to 
the 
mixed nationalities of 
the country and its proximity and 
relationship to Russia, the 
Central 
Powers are anxious to prevent any 
rebellious outbreak. 
Food shortage 
has 
also struck 
Bulgaria, according to the missionary. 
From last March to November there 
was no sugar in the country and now 
it sells for thirty 
cents a pound- 
Meat is scarce and only the wealthy 
can afford it. Women arise at two 
o'clock in the morning to 3Oin 
the 
bread line and may be served. m 
their turn by eleven o'clock if they 
are lucky. Often they stand in line 
for hours only to find that the supply 
for public distribution is exhausted. 
Americans in Bulgaria experience 
great difficulty in getting money. It 
is Impossible to get a. draft from the 
United States as all checks, and 
drafts are confiscated by the entente 
allies to be held until after the war. 
The missionary was able to negoti-

[SPECIAL TO THK (USETTX.l 
Peking, Feb. 22.—American .engi- 
neers have begun the actual surveys 
of the (railways which are to be built 
in China by th* Slema-Carey Hallway 
and -Canal company, an American or- 
ganization financed by the American 
International Corporation. 
The lines upon which the surveyors 
are working are in. central and sontli 
China. One of the lines extends from 
Chuchow In .Hunan province south 
through Hengchowfu and Tungchowful 
in the same province to KwelJin in 
Kwangsi .province, then southweet to 
Uuoliowfu and -Nanning In the same 
province, thence southeast to Yan- 
chow or Chinchow, in Kwantung prov- 
ince, a port on the Gulf of Tonfking. 
Thic. route is about 800 miles long. 
The other lines upon which the en- 
gineers are working runs in general 
east and west directions. IVutarls 
at Ohowkiakow, in Honan province, 
and extends through Nanyangfu in 
the same province to Hslangyangfu in 
Hupeh province. The latter city is 
an important commercial point on the 
Han river, which drains a very fertile 
valley well developed agriculturally. 
Although thin line is only 300 miles 
fn length, It is regarded as an espe- 
cially valuable route because it ex- 
tends .through a rich level country 
offering few engineering difficulties, 
and so fertile and populous that the 
railway will doubtless pay as soon as 
it Is put in operation. Actual con- 
struction work'will probably be begun 
on thiB line- in a short time, and Dt 
will doubt!-ess be the first ,part of 
the new American railways opened to 
traffic.

A RARE CURIOSITY 


The Few of .Them Known to.be in 


Existance Are in Large 
'••, 


Collections. 


One .of the rare coins of United 
States mintage - and 
most eagerly 
sought by numimfctologists, . Is the 
dollar with the Eighteen 
Hundred 
and Four date on ft. 
Tn the great 
collections of this country but five 
absolutely 
perfect 
specimens 
.'are 
recorded and the prices 
vary from 
five hundred to two thousand dollars, 
according to their condition. 
That 
arid the 1859 double eagle are the two 
most precious coins to 'collectors of 
rare specimens. 
George R. Moore/ of 215 East Mil- 
waukee street, who is a-collector of 
all kinds of rare coins, stamps and 
various 
curiosities, has .one of the 
coins of 1804, in 'a fair state of pre- 
servation. 
He does not place any 
exact price on it but it is safe to say 
that nothing: short of five hundred 
dollars would tempt him to part with 
it.

Household Hints 


DISHES THAT WERE SERVED 


BY "LADY WASHINGTON." 


A number of recipes popular with 
Martha Washington and the. women 
of her day are culled in a little book 
called "Colonial Recipes," by Maudo 
Bomberger. 
: 
As the writer says: 
"The recipe 
for a rich black cake is so sugges- 
tive of a. colonial wedding of the 
south that we can almost 
see the 
wide old kitchen at Mount Vernon, 
with its brick floor, and the gracious 
I^ady Washington, as she was called 
in those days; her recipe book in 
hand, giving orders to her faithful 
servants for th'e wonderful prepa- 
rations going .forward for the wed- 
ding of her granddau«htetr, Nellie 
Custis. 
This wedding was solem- 
nized in the drawing room at Mount 
Vernon on February 22, 1799, the lasr. 
birthday that Washington spent on 


Here are the recipes for the "rich. 
black cake" and other favorite dishes 
of "Lady Washington"; 
Black Cake — Take 
twenty 
eggs; 
divide the whites from the yolks, and 
beat the whites to a froth. 
Then 
•work two pounds of butter 
to 
a 
cream, put the whites of the eggs to 
it a spoonful at a time, until well 
mixed. Then put 
two pounds of 
sugar, finely powdered, into it in the 
same manner. 
Then add the yolks 
of eggs, well beaten, two and a half 
pounds of flour and five pounds of 
fruit. 
Add to this one-fourth ounce 


of mace, a nutmeg, one-half pint of 
wine and some French brandy. Five 
and one-quarter hours will bake It. 


Muffin 
Loaf— Four 
eggs; 
beat 
whites and yolks separately; one 
large spoonful of butter rubbed into 
one 'quart of flour, one-half pint pi 
yeast, one cup of warm milk. Set to 
rise at 12 o'clock noon for tea. 
Pound Cake — One pound of butter 
rubbed until it is soft as cream, one 
pound of flour sifted, one pound ol 
powdered sugar, ten eggs well beaten 
separately. 
Put alternately into the 
•butter, sugar, flour and the whitea 
of the eggs. Beat all well togethei . 
Flavor with lemon, nutmeg and a 
tableapoonful of French brandy. 
Hamburg 
Cream — Five eggs, one 
lemon, one-quarter pound sugar. Mix 
the Juice and grated rind of the 
lemon with the sugar and yolks of 
the eggs. As soon as it comes to a 
boil stir the whites of the eggs well 
beaten and take quickly from the 
fire and serve in glasses. 
Fritters— Make up one quart of 
flour with one egg well beaten, a 
large spoonful of yeast and as much 
milk as will make it a little sorter 
than muffin dough. Mix it early in 
the evening. In the morning, when 
well risen, work in two tablespoon- 
fuls of melted butter 
Make into 
balls the size of a walnut and fry a 
light brown in boiling lard. 
serve 
with wine and sugar or molasses 
Filling for Cake— To two pounds 
of pulverized sugar add the juice of 
five oranges and the peel, grated, of 
three and the juice of three- lemons. 
This must not be spread upon the 
cake until dbld. 
This quantity will 
make two cakes and three layers in 
each. 


WASHING CURTAINS. 
To wash lace curtains well it is 
necessary to soak them 
first. 
Pvu 
them a£ter a good shake, in a tun 
of cold water, with a tablespoonful 
of ammonia to each gallon, and if 
this becomes very black have a fresh 
supply. Then wash in the usual way 
in hot soapsuds, and again m a sec- 
nnd lot 
If a very bad color, boiling 
will do them good. 
The .best plan 
for this is to put them m a linen 
bac and boil for twenty minutes. 
Rinse out in two lots of luke-warm 
water, and starch:

Bw»r of hundreds of ex-"soldiers of the 
sea" in response to the recent tele- 
grams from -marine corps headquar- 
ters asking their return to the colors. 
Manv are re-enlisting and others, who 
are handicapped by domestic or other 
responsibilities, are, for the present, 
doing a remarkable work in obtaining 
of men for their old cor.ps, according 
to recruiting officials. 


Upwards of 10,000 trained men are 
discharged from our military and nav- 
al services yearly and, under ordinary 
circumstances, one-third of them im- 
mediately re-enlist. Of the 
remain- 
ing fuMy 80 percent are eligible for 
re?eni;»tment. 
It is therefore 
esti- 
mated that the United States would 
have at least 160,000 trained regulars 
in civil life ready for duty at the first 
call. 


UNINVADED FRANCE 


LOSES POPULATION

Paris, Feb. 22.—The univaded de-

cease la population of 206,000 in 191o, 
ccording to complete statistics that 
art. not yet official but may be taken 
as approximate. These figures do not 
include the invaded territory, nor do 
they comprise the death losses in the 


Tne births and deaths for 77 depart- 
ments in 1913 and 1914 and of 7C de- 
partments in 1915 out o£ a total of Sb 
departments were: 
In 1913, deaths 


588 S09, births 604,454; 1914, deaths 
64754S*, births 594,222; 1915, deaths 
644,301, births 382,466. The war has 
thus deprived France of a third of its 
average births and added ten per cent 
to its normal death rate, in addition 
to the killed on the battle field.
